Mackie Denies Fraud 
In Highway Dept.

sion employes committed such 
crimes as embezzlement, fraud 
and the acceptance 
of bribes 


during his administration and 
later. 


Mackie 
said 
Gov. George 


Homney and Atty. Oen. Frank 
Kelley were grasping for head- 
lines in alleging that organized 
crime had gained a foothold in 
the State Highway Department. 


In a petition asking for a 


grand jury probe of the high- 
way agency, Komney and Kel- 
ley said that employes also had 
permitted overpayments to be 
made to highway contractors. 
INGIIAM COUNTY 


The crimes reportedly were 


committed in Ingham County 
from 1961 to 1967, "and in the 
years preceding 1961." Mackie 
was 
highway 
commissioner 


from 1957 to 1964. 


Asked about the charges of 


organied crime, Mackie said in 
a telephone interview from his 
office in Warrenton, Pa.: 


"I suppos that's always good 


fbr"a' headline, I suppose that's 
what is motivating the whole op- 
eration. I think it's rather ridic- 
ulous that they would be asking 
for a grand jury in view of the 
fact that he (Kelley) has investi- 
gated the department. 


"All of the files have been

And he didn't get to 
urt anyone. 
Sheriff Dool said the Cassop- 
lis case began one afternoon 
bout two and a half months 
go when Deputy Norman Ban- 
no and Sgt. Milton Simmons 
were sent to answer a complaint

House Voting 
Today On 10% 
Tax Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's 10 per cent 'in- 
come tax surcharge appears to 
have a safe but not overwhelm- 
ing margin for passage as it 
comes before the'House for a 
vote after a year of controversy 
and delay. 


The 
Senate. 
anticipating 


House 
approval 
today, 
has. 


scheduled its own vote Friday. 


If the anticipated script is fol- 


lowed, everyone in the country 
who now has federal income tax 
deducted from his paycheck will 
find the tax bite 10 per cent big1 
ger in about three weeks. 


That means a worker now 


having $50 per week withheld 
for income tax would have $55 
withheld until next June and 
possibly longer. 


Tied to the increase in taxes 


is a mandatory $6-billion cut in 
government spending in the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. 


Johnson fought the spending 


cut as excessive. But he finally 
agreed to the measure because 
of what he called the overriding 
need for 
more revenues to 


shrink a deficit estimated at $24 
billion to 31 billion check infla- 
tion and bolster the dollar inter- 
nationally. 
WHAT IT WILL COST 


The Senate already has voted 


lor a similar package, but must 
consider the final version. 


For individuals, the effetive. 


tax increase this year would be 
7.5 per cent of their total tax 
bill, because for them the sur- 
tax is retroactive to April 1. For 
corporations, it covers the full 
year 1968. 


As the bill is written, the sur- 


tax would expire June 30, 1969, 
but its principal architect, Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, has already 
raised the possibility of an ex- 
tension if the Nation cannot put 
its financial house in order by 
then. 
• , 


Besides the income tax sur- 


charge, the bill continues the 
excise tax on automobiles at 7 
per cent and on telephone serv- 
ice at 10 per cent. Under the .old 
aw, they dropped to 2 per cent 
and 1 per cent respectively. The 
bill also provides a speedup of 
corporation tax collections. 
IEVENUE INCREASE 


The combined effect of the 


changes is estimated at a $15.3 
Mllion revenue increase for the 
next fiscal year. 


Appropriations also are to be 


cut $10 billion under the budget 
estimates for the year and ac- 
tual spending reduced $6 billion. 
Appropriations and spending do 
not match in any single year be- 
cause of the stretchout of spend- 
ing programs. If Congress does 
not make the full cuts and ap- 
parently it won't the president 
must hold back expenditures to 
come up to the figures spelled 
out in the tax-economy bill, 
which overrides other legisla- 
tion. 


Finally, the President is di- 


rected 
U> make recommenda- 


tions for trimming an additional 
$8 billion out of appropriations 
carried 
over 
from 
previous 


years. These recommendations 
are due in January. 


The government payroll is to 


be trimmed back to the mid- 
19GB level by filling only three 
out of every four vacancies—a 
reduction of some 244,000 jobs.

Discrimination 


The Supreme Court reached 


back a century into American 
history on Monday to deliver a 
solar plexus punch to housing 
discrimination. 


The Court said a racially 


mixed couple's unsuccessful ef- 
fort to buy a house in a St. Louis 
subdivision shall be crowned with 
success on pain of the subdivider 
being held in contempt of court if 
he refuses to close the deal. 


The Court invoked an 1866 


Congressional enactment which 
was' one of several statutes 
passed to fill out the 13th and 
$4th Amendments respectively 
ilXtlishing slavery and establish- 
jig civil rights before the latter 
tjerm had even been coined. 


The century old statute is only 


one or two sentences long. It 
says simply that the sale or 
rental of real estate shall be 
conducted free from racial dis- 
crimination, either by private 
parties or by public bodies. 


.The statute attracted no atten- 


tion nor caused any debate at the 
time of its consideration by 
Congress. 


Until resurrected by the Court 


this week it had gathered dust in 
the law books. 


None of the states paid any 


attention to it and most of them, 
including Michigan until a few 
years ago, sustained clauses in 
deeds and leases limiting the 
occupancy and quite commonly 
the ownership of real estate to 
types of persons designated by 


Dams Outmoded? 


Dams in the western part of 


the United States have been of 
great benefit not only in creating 
power but in redistributing water 
from sections of plentiful rainfall 
t<; arid lands. 


iThey have also, in many cases, 


destroyed pne of the most fas- 
cjpating natural phenomenon of 
the region* the rapid,, free flow- 
ing rivers traversing rugged 
gorges and canyons. 
. Hells Canyon in the rugged 
state of Idaho is one of the most 
Spectacular gorges in the West. 
Or was, until about a dozen years 
ago when the 
Idaho Power 


Company constructed three dams 
to exploit the hydroelectric po- 
tential of the Snake River. The 
Snake, probably second only to 
the 
mighty Colorado in 
its 


violently beautiful trip, for thou- 
jands of years flowed unbridled 
through Hells Canyon on its way 
to' join the Columbia River. 
•. One free flowing section of the 
*riake still exisTs in Hells Canyon 
but that is now threatened by a 
proposal for still another dam. 
This project, the High Mountain 
SJieep Dam, would completely 
Btjll the wild river by backing 
water up 50 miles into a placid 
reservoir. 


Sec. of Interior Udall opposes 


the site favored by the power 
company in favor of one further 
upstream which would cause less 
scenic damage. Either one would 
still the Snake. 
There is more to the natural 


power of western rivers than the 
electric energy which can be 
siphoned from their turbulent 
waters. The scenic beauty of 
deep waters cascading through 
narrowing rocky gorges for miles 
on end is an experience few 
witnesses ever forget. 


One can imagine a not too 


distant generation of Americans 
ripping down the walls of dams 
wffich long before had been made 
obsolete by nuclear energy, in 
"order that they might enjoy one 
of the most fascinating wonders 
of nature. 


White they are doing it, they 


will wonder at the callousness of 
their ancestors who saw nothing 
more majestic than a thing to be 
Harnessed. 
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the one signing the deed or lease. 


The Michigan rule, via court 


decision, went out the window 
with New-Con. 


The federal authorities never 


attempted to enforce the old law 
and if anyone asked Washington 
to implement it, the record is 
hazy indeed on that score. 


The old statute was so buried 


that when President Kerlnedy 
stirred the first arguments in 
Congress for some sort of anti- 
discriminatory housing legisla- 
tion not even the most ardent 
civil rights advocate thought to 
mention it. 


It was not until the discussion 


was renewed last year on LBJ's 
recommendation for some hous- 
ing legislation that one lawyer in 
the Justice Department brought 
the 1866 law to light through his 
own prying into the law books. 


Presumably the attorney for 


the St. Louis couple took ad- 
vantage of this gratuitous re- 
search in preparing his case. 


The decision goes way beyond 


the 
1968 housing law which 


Congress finally handed to LBJ. 
This calls for a gradual de- 
escalation in discrimination. 


It also sweeps past the state 


and local ordinances on housing 
discrimination which for the most 
part, exempt privately arranged 
real estate deals. 


As of Monday, anybody is free 


to apply to the nearest federal 
district court or possibly, the 
nearest state circuit court for a 
citation to bring a balky seller CT 
landlord into line. 


Landmark is an overworked 


adjective as applied to court 


• opinions, but there is no dispute 
Monday's ruling changes the rule 
book substantially. 


First of all, it reaches deeper 


into personal conduct than any 
lawyer or judge would have said 
a government can do under our 
system of government. Discretion 
in doing business with one's own 
homesite has always been re- 
garded as immutable as "a man's 
home is his castle" argument 
against the police prowling the 
premises for evidence of crime 
without first obtaining a search 
warrant. 


The Court went on to hint that 


the 13th Amendment gives Con- 
gress the power to strike at all 
private acts of discrimination. 


Ten years ago such an asser- 


tion would have been unthink- 
able, on or off the bench. It is 
indicative how the courts attune 
to the temper of the times. 
Today's tensions in the Negro 
community and the distracted 
viewpoint among whites stand 
forth clearly in the 7-2 opinion. 


Another facet, technical in one 


sense yet of widespread implica- 
tion, is the bare fact of the old 
law's resurrection. 


It 
lays 
to rest 
an 
often 


asserted 
though never clearly 


sustained belief that a long 
period of not enforcing a statute 
merely by this passage of time 
sends it to the legal boneyard. 


The Supreme Court is saying 


once on the 
books there 
it 


remains as fresh as the day it 
was printed until modified or 
repealed. 


The decision also suggests a 


different approach to reconciling 
two or more legislative enact- 
ments covering the same subject 
matters in all particulars. 


The normal rule always has 


been that the later one impliedly 
cancels the earlier one. 


Press reports of the opinion 


indicate the Court is saying it 
will accept .vhichever enactment 
appears better to cover 
the 


waterfront. 


The first reaction from some 


quarters that the decision will 
flood the courts with housing 
discrimination cases or turn the 
real estate trade upside down is 
overdrawn; and if such a de- 
velopment would arise Congress 
would be under great pressure to 
take action. 


It takes no crystal ball, how- 


ever, to predict that real estate 
dealing will become more cir- 
cumspect than it has grown in 
the past five years.

Jacques O f f e n b a c h , the 


French composer of opera bouf- 
fe, was born at Cologne, of 
German Jewish parents in 1819. 


When he was 14 years old, he

Offeiibsch leased the Theatre 


Comte in the Passage Choiscul, 
reopened it in 1855 under the 
title of Bouffes Parisiens and 
produced a succession of brilli- 
ant, humorous trifles. 


The l i b r e t t i s t , Ludovic 


Halevy, was associated with 
him from the first, but still 
more after 1860, when Halevy 
obtained Henri Meihac's collab- 
oration. 


Beginning with the "Les Deux 


Aveugles" and "Le Violoneux," 
the series peaked with "La 
Grande Duchesse 
de Gerols- 


tein," perhaps the most popular 
opera 
bouffe 
that ever 
was 


written. 


In 1866, his connection with 


the Bouffes Parisiens ceased 
and 
he 
wrote 
for various 


theaters. In 25 years, Offenbach 
produced no less than 69 com- 
plete dramatic works, some of 
which were in three or even in 
four acts. Among the latest of 
these were "Lc Docteur Ox," 
founded on a story by Jules 
Verne, and "La Boite au Lait," 
produced in 1877, and "Madame 
Favart" (1879). 


Offenbach died in Paris on 


Oct. 5, 1880. 


"Les Contes d'Hoffman," post- 


humously published, was revis- 
ed by Leo Delibes, and has 
proved the most popular of all 
his works. 


Others born today include 


playwright Lillian Hellman and 
tennis star Francisco Scgura.

A psychiatrist is a physician 


with a degree of M.D. who 
specializes 
in the study and 


treatment of all kinds of mental 
disorders. Many 
psychiatrists 


are, in addition, psychoanalysts. 


A psychoanalyst is also a 


doctor with an M.D. degree who 
specializes entirely in the anal- 
ytical aspects of the origin and 
interpretation of emotional dis- 
turbances. A psychoanalyst is 
less likely to deal with the same 
problems that are to the atten- 
tion of the psychiatrist. 


A psychologist is a highly 


trained person who has attained 
the degree of Ph.D., specializ- 
ing in testing techniques and in 
psychoanalysis. Within t h e s e 
three categories lies the great- 
est safety for responsible handl- 
ing of emotional problems. Your

The largest graduating class 


in the history of Lake Michigan 
college heard Senator Charles

together speedily to the day 
when all hatred vanishes, leav- 
ing true love of fellow man." 


"The unfortunate 
mistake 


that many young people make,

feel 


graduation from college means 
they can stop learning. They get 
their diploma and say to them- 
selves. 'Now I am educated'— 
and they shut off their learning 
processes." 


"In the last few years we 


have had a serious breakdown 
in our country, and in other 
nations as well, of respect for 
the law and order," 
Zollar 


continued. "Some of these pro- 
test movements represent' lau- 
dable causes and often accom- 
plish the desired results. Others 
unfortunately, are ill-conceived 
and often launched by nefarious 
groups which use unthinking hu- 
man sheep for their destructive 
ends." 


"It is an unhappy situation 


that many college campuses are 
the breeding grounds for much 
of the strife being fomented in 
this 
country 
by forces 
de- 


termined to undermine our dem- 
ocratic way of He." 


Zollar called on the young 


people 
w h o may 
encounter 


many of these forces as they 
continue their education or life 
work, " 
to be careful 


before blindly following some 
loud-mouthed leader, 
because 


your record will follow you all 
through your adult life." 


Speaking of the racial tense- 


ness of the nation, Zollar said 
"Our 
nation has assimilated 


people from all over the world 
within the widest imaginable dif- 
ferences. There is much to be 
done but we can do it, if we 
maintain high standards of un- 
derstanding, good will and hon- 
est purpose. 


"Because of the delicate na- 


ture of the problem in some 
areas, morally responsible citi-
